Wind-Whipped Fire Brings 
$15,000 Loss In Feed, Barn 


Damaged estimated at about 
$15,000 was caused last Friday at 
the farm of C. J. and D. H, Ver- 
sluys in the Champion district 
when a wind-whipped fire razed 
a barn and seven granaries. 

Flax straw, tangled in a rod 
wceder, was being burned out 
when a gust of wind carried flames 
to some loose straw and from 
there to the barns and granaries. 

Fire trucks and crews from 
Champion and Vulcan responded 
quickly to calls for help and 
neighbors were soon on the scene 
to lend aid in moving seed grain 
to safety, bulldozing debris out of 
the path of the fire and taking 
other measures to save the two 
farm houses and other buildings. 
A pipeline to a nearby slough and 
the use of a water truck helped 


contain the fire to the barn, cattle 
shed and granaries. Neighbors 
stayed to stand watch at night 
over the smoldering debris. 

The two-year-old barn destroyed 
contained about 75 tons of feed, 
all lost to the flames, and two of 
the granaries destroyed were full 
of barley. A cattle shed and corral 
fence were also razed. Equipment 
and livestock w< re saved. 

Losses were partially covered by 
insurance. 

Mr. and Mrs. C. J. Versluys 
were away at the time of the fire 
which started about noon, but re¬ 
turned home Friday night. 


Seven Family Pets Poisoned 


At least seven dogs in Vulcan 
were poisoned over the weekend, 
five fatally, and a full investiga¬ 
tion is being carted out by town 
police, assisted by the RCMP, in 
an effort to trace the person re¬ 
sponsible. 

The method of poisoning was to 
scatter meaty bones, thought to 
contain strychbiti^, m an area 


fairly well confined to the south¬ 
west portion of town. One big fear 
is that a small child may handle 
one of the poisoned bones and urb 
wittingly transfer some of the 
poison to its mouth. Several of 
the bones have been found in the 
yard of the elementary school as 
the result of a police-organized 
campaign to have boys scour that 


part of town and bring to the 
police office any bones or meat 
found laying around. Identification 
of the poison used is expected this 
week from Edmonton.

I just finished reading Pierre Berton’s 
book, "The Comfortable Pew.” It might 
be a good idea for everyone to read this 
book. It is very revealing as to what one 
who considers himself a non-Christian 
thinks of the Church. To a degree there 
are some valid criticisms of the church 
in his book. 

However, I can think of no one who 
is less qualified to write such a book. It 
would be just as sensible for me, cer¬ 
tainly unqualified, to write a valid criti¬ 
cism of The National Space Agency or 
some such similar group. For me to do 
such a thing would require not only de¬ 
tailed research, but an active participa¬ 
tion in every phase of its operation. 

Certainly though at one time involved 
to a degree in the church, Berton knows 
nothing of what gives the church its 
authority! 

The church is to lead the way in 
every field — moral issues, civil rights, 
religious reform, ecumenicity, etc., but 
this is where many like Berton simply 
do not have a-clue. Granted, the church 
is to lead the way in all these areas but 
that does not mean it is to sanction 
popular opinion. "The Comfortable Pew” 
speaks of a 'new morality’ based on the 
latest popular trends. Instead of leading 
the way in moral reform, the church 
here must uphold the only source of 
moral authority the world has — the 
Bible.

‘new age.’ The suggestion is made that 
the church is archaic in its relation to 
the ‘new age’. We do not need a ‘new 
Gospel for a new age.’ What we do need 
is a re-affirmation of the old, and only 
Gospel, which continues to be a new 
Gospel for our so-called ‘new age.’ 

There is something about “The Com¬ 
fortable Pew” and Pierre Berton’s atti¬ 
tude that does not ring true. Very often 
the very thing we admire most is that 
which we attack the most viciously. I 
am reminded of Saul’s attitude before 
his conversion. There are Scriptural al¬ 
lusions to the fact that Saul was so avid 
in his persecution of the Christians be¬ 
cause, deep down inside, he admired and 
wanted to be like the Christians. 

Upon Saul’s encounter with Christ, 
God’s voice said, "It is hard for thee to 
kick against the goad. Saul, in fighting 
the Christian you are in reality fighting 
me, and in fighting me you are fighting 
the universe, and in fighting the uni¬ 
verse you are in reality fighting against 
yourself. You are only hurting yourself, 
Saul.” Could this be true of Berton? 

On the other hand, the church, and 
in particular the individual Christian, 
must make room for some real soul 
searching. Are we prepared for that? 
The individuals who make up Christ’s 
Church are to be militant — not forsak¬ 
ing the old principles and adopting 
new, but conquering the new upon the 
basis of the old!

It Could Have Been A Child 

Dog poisoners are notoriously hard to trace and 
convict, the nature of their actions being such that 
the poison used is not usually acquired through trace¬ 
able channels. The episode in Vulcan this past week¬ 
end, when several family pets were poisoned, is a 
frustrating experience for dog-owners and police. 

Possessipn of one or another types of poison is 
not uncommon in an area where several types of farm 
pests are often controlled through the use of poison 
bait and a dog-poisoner would likely have to be 
caught with the evidence in order to obtain a con¬ 
viction. Dog-poisoning is a crime that seems to recur 
in almost every town, on the average of once about 
every 10 years, and we have yet to read of the person 
responsible being caught and convicted. 

It’s an unfortunate situation and we sympathize 
with the children and families whose pets have met 
a painful death through the actions of a person 
whose mind is obviously somewhat warped. But it 
could easily be a tragic situation if a small child 
had picked up one of the poisoned bones and, 
through its fingers, transferred some of the poison 
to its mouth. This could have happened in Vulcan 
last weekend and some person would, unwittingly 
maybe, have caused a child to die. This should give 
cause for thought even to a person as low on the 
scale as a dog-poisoner.
